It would be well for those who have 


Lhe care of any one during the state of 
convalescence from severe illness, to 
treat their patient if ha were a nervous 
and growing youth. 
Too weakened 


tissues of both nervous and muscular 
matter are undergoing repair, and this 
is antilogous to growth. 
In the ordi- 


nary state of health a man does not 
require food to build up his frame, BO 
to speak, but simply to repair the waste 
that is constantly taking place in work, 
or even in thought. 
After sickness it 


Is different. 
The appetite is sometimes 


almost voracious, but it should be 
remembered that the slightest over- 
indulgence is most dangerous. 
Little 


and often must be the rule as regards 
eating, and while the disbes are tempt- 
ing and appetizing, they should be 
most nutritious, and at the same time 
easy of digestion. 
Frequent changes 


should be made, too. 


At first solid food will be injudicious, 


but 
gradnnlly as 
the 
health anil 


strength return they should be resorted 
to, and will bo found far more staying 
and invigorating than spoon foods. 
The hours for meals should be regular. 
I need hardly add that excess, e indul- 
gence in stimulants may induce irre- 
parable mischief. 
The doctor must 


also prescribe the tonic. 
It should not 


be forgotten that tonics taken without 
judgment may do much harm. The 
safest are quinine and iron, in small 
doses, and cod-liver oil. 


The patient must be safeguarded 


from cold and damp, but this does not 
mean that he is to be kept in the house; 
quite tlie reverse, and the more hours 
s|«!iit out of doors in the sunshine, the 
more speedy and perfect will his return 
to health be; only he is to wear warm 
undor-clothing 
and warm but

heavy ovor-clothing as welJ, 


A patient during convalescence may 


sometimes bo peevish and discontented. 
This is by no means a good sign, and 
nvcry care should be taken to keoiihis 
mind contented and easy. 
Amusement 


greatly tends to hasten the coming of 
health. Out-door exereise should ba 
commenced early, but it must be of 
the gentle kind at first — riding in a 
bath-chair or pony-carriage, for exam- 
ple, or little walks on levol ground — 
sauntering in fact 


If he can afford it, he ought to seek 


for change of climate. 
The place 


uIioSL'n should not be of an excitingly- 
bracing character, and if by the sua< 
aide so much the better. Of course he 
will not start until able to bear the 
journey, or a relapse might be the con- 
sequenue. 
A really good qniot hotel is 


better than a lodging-house. It must 
be « n hotel, however, where the cook- 
ing is as near to perfection as can be 
expected. 


Next in importance to nutritious and 


well-cooked food is sleep. Sleep is 
certainly Nature's sweet restorer to the 
convalescent. He ought to hare long 
hours, and it will be well if supper Is 
not taken within two hours of retiring. 


A nap on the sofa or easy-chair nftor 


dinner will also be most refreshing. 
The exorcise taken in the open air will 
usually be found to be the best narcotic; 
nt any rate he is not to resort to the 
uss of sleep-producers, which he would 
only do at the greatest risk. 


The sea bath is a very great restova- 


live and there are many ways of using 
it.. 
At first, and while the patient is 


still far from strong, the warm s«a- 
water. bath about three hours after 
breakfast will be best 
At moat sea- 


side places there aro establishment* 
where these can be had. 
If not they 


can be taken in the bedroom. 


The convalescent should not bathe in 


the sea before breakfast, and when he 
is strong enough to take the invigor- 
ating dip he should stop but a very 
short time in the water, and rub him- 
self thoroughly dry with rough towels 
when be comes out; then dress slowly 
and go home. 
If drowsiness super- 


venes, let him take a nap i-y all means 
on his return. By degrees, as strength 
is acquired, the usual occupations of 
life may once more be taken np, and 
this, so far from being injurious to the 
convalescent, will in reality complete 
his cure. — family Doctor, in Cansell's 
family Magazine. 


Variety of Food for Sheep. 


Oats, barley, rye, beans, peas, whenl

pound of oil meal per

Of the 
wliitu population 405,420 were of for- 
eign birth. 
Undoubtedly, 
therefore, 


the population of Wisconsin will fifty 
yours honeu bo very different from the 
American stock of 
South Carolina. 


The large percentage of foreign blood 
will of necessity change the character 
of the people. 


This shows that thn American of 


Wisconsin will, because of his foreign 
blood, have certain phases of what we 
would now call a foreign character. 
But it clous not show what foreign 
characteristics will predominate. 


This is brought out by a comparison 


hotweon Wisconsin and Massachusetts. 
In Wisconsin the number of persons of 
Gcrmiru liirth was 184,328 as against 
41,907 who were born in Ireland.

in MussaeluisuUs there were only 10,- 
372 (Ji'.rnians as against 220, 700 persons 
who wore born in Ireland. It goes 
without saying that in Wisconsin the 
future American will bu more German 
than Irish, whereas in Massachusetts 
ha will be more Irish than German.

How It dun b* AiewwlnMt Without Much 


JSffort. 


The cost of a crop will »ary In dif- 


ferent localities for severs! reasons, 
die difference in the value of the- land 
milking, of course, a difference in the 
rental price of the land, and also in 
the price of wages and of seed. Then, 
in some localities, a better opportunity 
is :illbnled for using labor-saying ma- 
.•hinerv, and in this way the cost is 
more or less reduced. To this may be 
further added the fertility of the soil, 
"riving larger yields, and in this way 
ofi^n !igniu the cost is reduced. lal- 
ivnys Consider that in counting up the 
i:Dst, of an}* crop a fair rent for the land 
shiinl'.I IK; charged. 
Then we must 


[jropnrn the soil, plant the seuil, give 
lh« necessary cultivation and its cost, 
:iisi| tlii! is\|H'nse of harvesting and pre- 
paring for raarket must be considered. 
If • manure is applied the cost of apply- 
ing should be charged up, two-fifths 
the first year, and one-fifth at least 
thereafter. 
If commercial maunre is 


used, of course thn first crop should be 
charged with the whole expense. The 
expense for seed must also be counted 
in, as tins is sometimes, a considerable 
item. 


In considering the cost of preparing 


the soil, planting and cultivating, what 
would l>c considered a fair price for 
voursi'lf anil team should bo i-litirged., 
This will vary in different localities, 
and no.stit price can be made that would 
bo fair in all localities, any more than 
a. given price for the rent of the laud. 
The whule cost of the crops should be 
charged against it.

land, whether you own the land or not, 
the viiliui of the seed, the necessary 
work of plowing and harrowing or 
rolling, in preparing the soil before 
planting, the necessary work of seed- 
ing or planting, and also of cultivating 
when cultivation is necessary.

usually will make np the cost of the 
crop, ami by dividing this by tl\« yield 
we may l>« able to determine tJio cost 
per biishol. This taken from the soil- 
ing price will give us tho amount of 
profit per bushel, as the wholo amount 
uf cost taken from the whole amount 
received will give us the profit on the 
whole crop. This I regard as being 
the only sure plan of determining, not 
only the cost of tho crop, but also the 
per cent, of profit we are able to secure. 
There need be no guess-work if care is 
taken. We can know to a certainty 
what each crop costs. — Cor. farm, 
Field and Stockman.
